From this mentality were born the feminists, individuals 
who wanted to change bow society viewed! wonien and

Sometimes while pushing for refermi. they acted 
radically: in their protests. and have since been viewed as 
such, Prom this came the SVL version of the feminist: 
militant. anery man-hater like those inthe movie 2OC. But 
as we all Know, those characteristics attributed to a group as 
portrayed on reliable forms of media like SVL are not 
necessarily always true to form. So what ts (he true nature of 
today’s feminist? 

The FMLA (Feminist Majority Leadership Alliance) ts 
a newly-recognized organization on campus trying to 
change the way people look at feminism. 

Their official definition of feminism is: “The policy, 
practice or advocacy of political, economic, and social 
equality for women.” tn other words: supporting the equality 
of women, either through words or action as a whole. 

Does a feminist have to be a woman to advocate a 
woman’s rights? “Most definitely not.” says Angic 
Robertson, president of FMLA, “There are many men who 
believe that women should be treated equally and yet do not 
consider themselves feminists.” 

Therefore, anyone who would advocate equal rights for 
women today could be considered a feminist by the above 
definition. 

The PMLA, although just recently recognized by UNO, 
has been meeting since Sept. |} and was founded by Erin 
MeMullen, the group's current vice president, 

If you happen to have been in the Milo Bail Student 
Center April Ll, you may have seen the FMLA bake sale. 
The baked goods were offered at different prices, depending 
on the customer: $1 for men, 75 cents for women, and 50 
cents for minority women, to show the statistical difference 
in pay among men, white women and women of color for 
performing the same job. 

The bake sale is just one example of an FMLA event. 
They have also done video screenings on women in 
Afghanistan, letter-writing campaigns, and more. UNO’s 
FMLA chapter is just one of many throughout the country, 
and members ofien are given the opportunity to attend 
national conferences. This summer, a few of the members 
are voing to Washington, D.C. to represent UNO’s PMLA 
group.
